When  Air.  John  Chalmers  Da  Costa,  3rd,  authorized  the  under- 
signed to  remove  from  the  Pennsylvania  Alusenm  and  to  sell  at  Public  Sale 
his  Documented  and  Labelled  Family  Furniture,  dating  from  the  18th 
century,  little  did  he  realize  that  a precedent  would  he  set  in  the  Annals 
of  the  American  ^Auction. 

For  up  until  this  time  nowhere  in  these  United  States  has  an  original 
collection  of  authentic  documented  Philadelphia  furniture  been  uncovered 
and  offered  at  Public  Auction  that  has  descended  in  one  family  since  the 
18th  century. 

( friginally  made  in  the  latter  half  of  the  18th  century  l)y  Edward 
James  and  Jacob  W'ayne  for  Captain  Joseph  Da  Costa  and  his  wife, 
Katharine  Adams,  a cousin  of  John  Quincy  Adams,  for  their  home  (which 
still  stands)  at  the  corner  of  Front  and  Alargaretta  Streets  (now  Produce 
.Avenue),  Philadelphia,  every  item  listed  on  the  original  hill  has  passed 
from  father  to  son  for  five  successive  generations  to  the  present  owner, 
John  Chalmers  Da  Costa,  3rd. 

'I'he  lal)eled  and  monogramed  Philadelphia  Chippendale  High  Case 
Clock  by  Edward  James,  one  of  the  greatest  American  Craftsmen  in  early 
Philadelphia  Chippendale  history,  is  one  of  the  important  items  in  the 
collection. 

It  is  a sale  of  interest  to  museums,  the  collector  connoisseur  and  lover 
of  furniture  of  the  early  republic.
